THE RAINBOW'S LUCK 


During the palmy days of the whal- 
ing fleet no craft sailing out of any port 
was referred to as often as the bark 
Rainbow. Her history from beginning 
to end was a curious one, and it would 
be hard to find an old whaleman who 
hadn't heard it half a dozen times over. 

The ship Wanderer went whaling 
from the port of Bristol, commanded by 
Captain Joseph Watkins. She was out 
18 months and never took a whale. 
Four of her crew died of fever, three 
were killed by accident, and the ship 
returned so wrecked that she was sold 
for a collier, The owners lost heavily, 
of course, and Captain Watkins was 
called a Jonah and could not get anoth- 
er craft. One day when he was digging 
in his garden he unearthed three jars 
which were filled to the brim with gold- 
pieces, and which had been buried for 
perhaps a century. His find footed up 
about $90,000, and with the greater 
portion of the money he built and fitted 
out the bark Rainbow. Instead of ship- 
ping a crew on shares he paid by the 
month, and thus set out on his first voy- 
ago with the best seamen of Bristol. 

On tho second day after leaving port 
the bark came across a dead whale float- 
ing about which yielded 80 barrels of 
oil, On the fifth day, just as the decks 
had been cleared up, she came upon the 
scene of a fight between five whales 
and seven or eight of that species of 
fish known as the killer, which is the 
mortal enemy of the leviathan and the 
only known one he has in any sea. The 
bark hove to and let the fight go on, 
and when it was over she had two dead 
whales to tow alongside and added 150 
barrels of oil to her cargo. In four 
mouths from the day she left Bristol 
she entered port again, having a cargo 
of bone and oil which sold for more 
than $80,000. In addition to that she 
brought home the complete skeleton of 
awhale 85 feet long, for which the 
British museum paid $5,000 in cash 

The lucky voyage of the Rainbow 
oreated much talk, and when Captain 
Watkins was ready to set sail again he 
had to turn sailors away by the hun- 
dred. This time the crew was shipped 
on shares, and no man had reason to re- 
gret it. In 150 days the bark was back 
in Bristol with 2,870 barrels of common 
oil, 820 barrels of ‘‘case’’ or fine oil, 
and the largest cargo of baleen, or whale- 
bone, ever brought to port by a whaler 
She had not lost a man, boat or a sail. 
Everybody was astounded over the luck 
of a man who had been out a yearand a 
half in another ship to meet with noth- 
ing but disaster, and the name of Cap- 
tain Watkins was heard whenever two 
sailors met. Ho had money enough to 
enable him to live comfortably the rest 
of his days, but he was persuaded to 
make one more voyage. On this third 
cruise the leviathans of the deep seemed 
to hunt for the ship. In 156 days she 
made the port of Bristol with a cargo 
worth $6,000 more than either of the 
preceding ones. 

When the Rainbow had completed 
her third yoyage, Captain Watkins de- 
termined to remain ashore. There were 
80 many men who wanted to buy the 
lucky ship that she was put up at aue- 
tion. Men came from every seaport in 
England and Scotland to bid on her, 
and the price was run up until she sold 
for $5,000 more than she had cost to 
build. She was bid in by a Bristol firm, 
and the command of her given toa Cap- 
tain Travers. Her complement of men 
when ready for sea was 88, but so wide- 
spread was her fame asa lucky ship that 
there were over 700 applicants for the 
88 places. 

Three months after she arrived home 
on her third cruise the Rainbow went 
to sea again. Uptothis time | had 
never seen the bark, but had heard all 
about her a dozen times over from men 
aboard of our whaling ship, the Nancy 
Lee of Marblehead. One day as we were 
cutting in a whale tothe north of St 
Helena the Rainbow came up from the 
east, and the twocraft remained incom 
pany for three or four hours. The lucky 
thip had then been out of port 40 days 
without a capture and all were disgust- 
ed. More than that, she had been through 
& severe gale and had three men hurt 
and lost sails and topmasts. Her luck 
had changed. Captain Travers was a 
fine seaman, an old whaler, and had 
never brought an empty ship into port, 
but the fact remained that the Rainbow 
had not yet even lowered for a whale. 

Just as she was ready to leave us, 
however, two large whales spouted wa- 
ter within a half mile of the ships. 
They were a quarter of a mile apart, 
and while we lowered for one the bark 
took the other. We had but little trou 
ble in killing our prey, which was a 
female and good for 70 barrels of oil 
The other was a bull whale and evi 
dently in bad temper He first led the 
boats a chase of three miles to the south 
and then slowed around and waited for 
them to come up. When the mate's 
boat was within 600 feet of him, he 
rushed forward and ran it down, and 
as it floated astern of him he smashed 
it with a blow of his flukes. Two men 
were killed by this blow. 

Two weeks later, just as we had 
scrubbed our decks, and while we were 
under easy sail to the south of St. Hel- 
ena, we lowered for a school of whales 
and got two. There were 12 in the 
school, and 10 went off to the south- 
west, We were making our captures 
fast to the ship when the Rainbow came 
down on usfrom the south, She was 
now 54 days out, and ill luck still pur- 
sued her, After parting from us she 
lowered for a whale and lost two har- 
poons and lines and had half a day's 
work for nothing. Two men had fall- 
en from aloft, had broken arms or legs, 
and her captain had to come aboard of 
us to buy oil to keep his lamps alight. 

As I was third mate of the Nancy 
Lee, I had an opportunity to hear of the 
feeling which prevailed aboard the 
bark. Her crew were on the verge of 
mutiny, and Oaptain Travers had be- 
come alarmed for his own safety. The 
men had come to regard him as a Jonah, 
and on the day he ran down to us had 
come to the decision that if the run of 
ill luck was not broken they would

A DRAMA OF THE SEA, 


Deeply touched and still quivering 
with emotion, I write these lines. 

Many and full of terrors are the sea 
tragedies enacted on this island, that is 
nevertheless rightly named the ‘‘beauti- 
ful.” 

Its lovable and courteous inhabitants 
are divided into two distinct classes— 
farmers and fishermen 

The former plant wheat, corn, oats 
and potatoes. 

The latter catch the sweet fleshed 
tunny fish, sardines and lobsters. 

Neither farmers nor fishermen ever 
become rich, and meat is almost un 
known in their homes. 

The people are, therefore, far from 
strong, the women especially being ten- 
der and delicate, with straight noses, 
slender, graceful necks and a slow, aris- 
tocratic carriage. 

The men are of medium height and 
well built, but lack the vigor charac- 
terizing the peasants of Normandy 

The islanders are proud and never 
beg. A careful observer cannot fail to 
notice that among the many wrinkles 
which give character to their faces 
those written by laughter are wanting 

Both men and women have a serious 
and melancholy air, and their foreheads 
seem burdened with sad memories or a 
certain restlessness. Has not each one 
a father, a brother, or a son on the ma- 
lignant water that lies out there—out 
there--encircling the island everywhere 
as far as the eye can reach? 

Here these people have lived for cen- 
turies surrounded by a moving, agitated 
cemetery that smiles so alluringly and 
at the same time so savagely 

Occasionally the laughter of a child 
in one of the huts bubbles out toward its 
mother working in the fields. Her face 
lightens up tor a moment, but she dare 
not seem happy, for as she turns there 
lies the sea, and its waves sob as they 
roll at her feet. 


Yesterday there stood near me a 
dainty little girl of 18. She shaded her 
eyes With one hand in order to watch as 
long as possible her brother, who was 
walking down the street leading to the 
harbor of Bordery Soberly as a matron 
she called after him: ‘Be careful of 
yourself and do not takecold. Au revoir! 
Good catch !"’ 

The boy disappeared, and his sister 
returned to arrange her little household 
for the home coming. of both her broth- 
ers, us the three were orphans to whom 
the state paid a small pension. 

The girl was dressed in mourning, 
Father and Mother Gouenantin having 
died two years before—he in the hospi- 
tal after 12 days of cruel suffering caused 
by the poisonous sting of a fish, she a 
few days later from consumption and 
grief. 

Yes, there they lived, the three or- 
phans. The elder brother, aged 18, had 
arisen at daybreak to be ready for his 
share of sardines, and the other, a lad 
of 15, was just todepart with his cousin 
Pierre-Marie to catch lobsters. 

The three companions, Pierre-Marie 
Gouenantin, Eugene Gouenantin, the 
orphan, and Michel Samzun, boarded a 
little boat, 1’ Enfant du Desert, hoisted 
its pale blue sail and disappeared. 


The heavens were slightly misty, the 
wind came out of the west, and I, sit- 
ting on the rocks, looked before me, 
dreaming the endless dreams born of 
the changeless yet ever changing sea as 
one gazes into its depths, full of charm 
and mystery 

Faraway cries caused me to turn my 
head and look about. 

A flock of screaming sea gulls flying 
above me had attracted my attention 1 
was just about to leave the rocks when 
new cries reached my ears.

Marie Gouenantin disappeared in the 
water, the boat’s oar under his shoul- 
ders; but, strong and vigorous as he was, 
he arose with a cry of joy, for he had 
seen Father Le Pelletier coming.

Faust'’s Birthplace Sold, 

The house in Roda, Saxe-Altenburg, 
where Dr. Johann Faust, the famous 
magician and soothsayer of legendary 
fame, was born toward the last quarter 
of the fifteenth century was knocked 
down to a native junk dealer for $25 
the other day and is now being disman- 
tled. The building had almost fallen to 
pieces from age, and in order that it 
might not fall down the municipal fa 
thers of the little town ordered its im 
mediate demolition, 

This historic stracture stands, or 
stood until quite recently, on a rocky 
eminence near the Jeniisches Vi 
(city gate), It is a frame building, y 
rickety, and has been extensively 1 
paired, There is a legend that it dates 
back to the year 1450 or 1460, as do 
many other buildings of Roda, 
Faust saw the light in one of its dingy 
rooms, With floors of trampled earth 
and tiny windows in leaden frames, 1s 
attested by several authentic statements

ABOUT TRANSPORTATION. 


At the monthly dinner of the Beaco: 


Society at the Tuileries, Boston, las 
Saturday evening, President Luciu 
Tuttle of the Boston & Maine Rail 


road Company read an excellent pape: 
on the development of transportatior 
from the old stage coach to the rail- 
road of today with its vastly improved 


equipments and modern methods of 
conducting business, 
The paper was an entertaining con 


tribution to the history of transporte: 
tion and evinced much research aud 
intelligent handling of the subject. 

President Tuttle began with th 
modes of conveyance in the last cen 
tury and proceeded step by etep up to 
the present time, showing bow things 
were done at successive periods and 
the gradual evolution which had taken 
place in the great industry during the 
period covered by his address, 

President ‘Tuttle’s paper closed with 
the following interesting facts : 

‘Until 1861 the service in this 
country remained as a whole desultory 
and unsatisfactory. The development 
of the more modern improvements have 
been within the observation of all. 

‘*In 1836 the United States contained 
but 1000 miles of railway. ‘Today 
more than 182,000 miles of steam rail- 
ways are in actual use, giving employ 
ment to more than 1,000,000 people, 
representing an invesied Capital ot 
$12,000,000,000 and a gross return ol 
$1,000,000,000. ‘There are in use 
86,000 locomotives of huge size. ln 
1898 more than 535,000,000 passev 
gers were carried and the freight trans- 
ported amounted to 774,000,000 tons. 

‘*The railroads are laying strong and 
deep the foundation of the kinship of 
humanity and will some day make the 
rule of right, not might, the guiding 
influence of their destiny.” 


THE LEATHER TRUST. 


It appears that the proposed combine 
of the leather manufacturers of the 
country, with a capital of $60,000,000, 
is quite well advanced, and is likely to 
be consummated at no distant day. In 
the newspaper reports of progress it is 
observed that the James Skinuer Com- 
pany and Beggs & Cobb of this city 
are in the movement, but whether as 
members of the trust or vot we are 
unable to say. Others of our manu- 
facturers will doubtless sell and either 
join the combine or abandon business. 

Mr. John K. Murdock, President 
of the Middlesex Leather Company, 
although opposed to trusis in general 
and the principles on which they are 
founded, believes that the W oburn 
manufacturers, as well as those of other 
parts of the country, will be compelled, 
in self defence, to fall in with the 
scheme, the effect of which on the in- 
dustry here he is not prepared to de- 


termine. He says the proprietors are 
making no money. What with the 


tariff on hides, the loss of foreign trade, 
and the destructive competition, profits 
from the business are out of the ques- 
tion, and it ‘will become absolutely 
necessary for many concerns to abandon 
the trade or surrender to the trust. 

Looking at the leather business in 
this city as it now exists and is carried 
on ; and considering the universal move- 
ment to combine all industries in vast 
companies with unlimited capital ; and 
the wiping out of individuality in every 
kind of manufacturing ; it would not be 
at all strange if every leather establish- 
meat here should be permanently closed 
within the next decade. 


STATE CONTROL 
JAILS. 
Last Monday the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Prisons continued the hear- 
ing on a bill to give the State control 
of county jails, etc., at which several 
prominent people were heard pro and 
con. ‘There will be another next 
Monday.

We are in receipt of a pamphlet of 
19 pages entitled ‘Infant Mortality in 
Massachusetts,” written by Samuel W 
Abbott, M.D, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, which we regard as 
a highly important production, Tt 
should be in the hands of and carefully 
studied by young parents, It abounds 
in useful information respecting the 
treatment of infants, especially in re- 
gard to their demonstrates 
clearly by the use of tnbles, compari- 
Bons, and the testimony of experts, that 
mother’s milk is the true food for 
infants, and that all other kinds are 
dangerous to their health. In 65,720 
deaths of children oder one year old 
it is found that of those fed on mother’s 
milk ouly 7.4 in 1000 died; of those 
fed on mother’s milk and cow’s milk 
21.4; on cow’s milk alone, 42.1; on 
milk substitutes, 67.7; on cow’s milk 
and milk substitutes, 125.7 

These are significant figures and,

To my certain knowledge the morning 
delivery of mail matter comes too late 
to accommodate business correspon- 
dence, thus greatly discommoding 
mauufacturers and others in this part 
of the city, and if the defect can be 
remedied I hope Capt. Wyer will at- 
tend to it, as I have no doubt he will.

We are of the opinion that Mr. 
Hagerty did all in his power to make 
the mail service in every part of the 
city satisfactory, and believe Capt. 
Wyer will do the same. But Mr, 
Hagerty was handicapped by a lack of 
money with which to increase the de- 
livery facilities, and Capt. Wyer will 
find himself in a like condition. 

This handicap need not exist, and 
would not if Woburn business 
would treat their local postoffice as they 


should, and as the same class of people | 


in other places do. If the people of 
Woburn who have stores and offices in 
Boston would buy their stamps, en- 
velopes, etc., at their home office it 
would increase its revenues very ma- 
terially and enable the postmaster to 
secure more help in the delivery depart- 
ment and give the inhabitants better 
service than they now get. The simple 
suggestion of this fact ought, we should 
think, to arouse the attention of our 
citizens who do business in Boston and 
induce them to patronize their own 
office rather than to spend their money 
in that city. Local pride and a proper 
regard for the interests of their home 
town ought to bring about a speedy 
change in this practice. 

One thing seems to us very certain 
and that is, if parties in this city whose 
places of business are in Boston con- 


tinue to purchase their mail supplies in | 


that city, to the exclusion of their home 
office, it will not be long before the 
Woburn postoffice will drop from a 
Second to a Third Class one, and free 
mail delivery will cease. 


THE LEATHER TRUST. 

The prospect for a general combine 
of the upper leather manufacturers of 
the country is not flattering. It is 
growing less favorable daily. 

The craze for the organization of 
trusts is the work of professional pro- 
moters who make big money out of it, 
and not of the manufacturers, a ma- 
jority of whom are opposed to general 
combination. ‘To keep up the excite- 
meut the promoters muke false state- 
ments respecting their work, represent- 
ing iv the Hust that the West are going 
into the trusts en masse, and in the 
West that the East are doing the same. 
The statements are not true, 

The heaviest upper leather makers 
in the West refuse to have anything to 
do with the proposed trust; and in the 
East not ten percent of them have given 
the promoters any eucouragement. The 
movement will end in a fizzle if 
present indications are worth anything 
as guides. 

In this city itis probable that a few 
manufacturers would sell their plants to 
the trust, but we doubt if any of them 
would go into it. Some, for one reason 
and another, would be glad to get out 
of the business altogether and soon 
will, trust or no trust; and these, we 
hear, are considering propositions from 
the promoters; but uot one of them, if 
we are correctly informed, has definitely 
accepted any of the offers made. 

It is safe to say that the employees 
of the leather factories here need enter- 
tain no doubts or fears respecting future 
employment.

TOO BIG TO BE CONTROLLED, 


Combinations in the leather trade 
may effect economies in the cost of 
conducting business for the concerns 
interested, but thatis the most they can 
reasonably hope to accomplish. ‘The 
industry is too big to be controlled by 
any ordinary combination of firms. 
The sole leather trust has been a con- 
spicuous example of failure in this re- 
spect, and a similar fate, it is pretty 
certain, awaits any consolidation that 
attempts to mouopolize the business. — 


Boston Globe. 


The present movement towards a 
combination of the upper leather 
makers, as of the many others, is 


wholly the work of professional pro- 
moters whose bread and butter depends 
on the success of their work. Already 
there are signs of the bottom falling out 
of the proposed leather trust; in fact, 
no really leading concerns have gone 
into it, or have had any intention of 
doing so. 


fe Last Thursday evening week the 
subordinate members of the Board of 
Public Works found out that there is a 
limit to their powers.

Grammar are dropped from the cur- 
riculum at the close of the seventh grade 
and Latin und Algebra substituted at 
the beginning of the eighth, we think 
the people are justified in their claim 
Our school authorities ought to know, 
if they do not, that the value of Latin, 
Algebra, Geometry, and other like 
studies, to the great majority of stu- 
dents, is as near zero as it is possible 
to descend to. They are doubtless of 
importance to the 5 or 6, in the annual 
High School graduating class of 50, 
who enter college; but to the other 45 
they are absolutely worthless. Better far 
a good business department in the High 
School than all the Greek, Latin, bigher 
mathematics, or anything else that the 
pupils will never use in after life and 
forget us soon as learned. In some 
quarters there is a disposition to lay the 
blame for the unfortunate condition of 
our schools, aud the lack of practical 
wisdom in conducting them, on the 
School Board, but we question the 
justice of the charge. It should be re- 
membered that the relations between 
the Board and the Public are far from 
intimate, and that the Board, in their 
official capacity, are not supposed to 
know anything about popular opinion 
regarding educational matters in this 
city. But whatever the Board may or 
may not think officially it is clear that 
a diversity of opinion exists among the 
members regarding the course of studies 
in the schvols, and this may, and we 
hope it will, lead to a readjustment of 
the present unwise system of teaching, 
or to its abolition altogether.

PFEIFER’S TRIUMPH, 


Pfeifer was a sergeant of marines, 
fine, big, soldierly fellow, with a long, 
tawny mustache and wide open blu 
eyes that gave his stolid German face a 
frank, honest look, indicative of his 
character, It was in his service in the 
German army, before he left the father- 
land for a new home in the ‘land of 
the free,’’ that his broad, sturdy shoul- 
ders were “set up'’in such soldierly 
fashion. He was a sergeant in the em- 
peror’s army, and afterward, when hx 
came out to America and enlisted in 
the navy, he found service as a Jacky 
rather distasteful. The brief authority 
he had had as a sergeant had unfitted 
him a little for life in the ranks agai 
and although he was a good seaman 
and a faithful Jacky he grumbled under 
his breath once in awhile because thi 
chance of advancement was so small 
and promotion so slow. 

So, when his term was up, Pfeifer did 
not re-enlist. But he found after a little 
that he could not keep out of the serv- 
ice, and so he held up his hand beside 
his bare head and swore again to uphold 
the constitution and the government of 
the United States, but this time it was 
as a member of the marine corps, ‘‘a 
bloomin, jolly soldier and sailor too,”’ 

In the marine corps Pfeifer found 
that his service in the other two arms 
helped him very much, He was as 
steady as he was stolid, and as faithful 
as both. He knew the regulations back- 
ward, and all the requirements and du- 
ties of every man and officer in the 
corps. So when his rapid promotion 
landed him as a sergeant, he slid into 
the routine of his duties as easily and 
as smoothly as a seal slips off a basking 
rock into the seu, After awhile Pfeifer 
got an assignment to duty which made 
him very happy. He was detailed to 
command a detachment of marines on a 
United States warship under orders to 
patro] the Bering sea on the lookout for 
seal poachers. 

There are no superfluous officers in 
the marine corps, and it sometimes hap- 
pens that a sergeant has command of a 
small detachment on such duty. Pfeifer 
was delighted, and the men in his com- 
mand were put through their drills and 
work with a thorough exactness which 
surprised some of them and made them 
alittle inclined to grumble. The ser- 
geant was a strict disciplinarian, and 
the men felt it, but he was not a marti- 
net and he was enthusiastic for the sery- 
ice, and so the men settled down in the 
consciousness that Pfeifer was all right, 

The warship went on her cruise and 
came back again, and Pfeifer’s men 
were the pride of his heart. In not the 
smallest detail had the regulations suf 
fered by their action, and the sergeant 
was happy as he contemplated the report 
he would make to his commanding offi 
cer, Then the warship was ordered to 
the Mare island navy yard for extensive 
repairs. 


Now, there is a time honored and 
glorious custom of saluting the flag 


when a ship goes out of commission, in 
which the marines who have seen sery- 
ice on her take the largest part. The 
officers and the crew go ashore, all but 
one Jacky. Then the marines are drawn 
up on the quarter deck, facing the flag 
which flutters from the staff at the taff- 
rail. The solitary Jacky throws his cap 
on the deck and stands bareheaded with 
his hand on the flag halyards, ready ut 
the word of command to haul down the 
starry symbol of the nation’s life and 
power. As the Jacky goes at his work 
and the flug begins to sink, the officer 
in command of the marines shouts: 

‘*Present arms!’’ 

Up go the guns with arattle and a 
snap, and until the single Jacky has 
gathered the glorious flug in his arms to 
keep it from touching the deck as he 
hauls it down, every man Jack of the 
marine stands like a statue, with his 
eyes fixed on the stars and stripes and 
his rifle at salute, Then the marines 
march away. Jacky folds up the flag 
and tucks it in its berth, and the ship 
is out of commission, 

Pfeifer knew every detail of the proc 
ess. He could almost have told before- 
hand the very deck plank on which he 
would stand when he gave the order to 
salute the flag. He was all ready for the 
last order from the captain, but when it 
came it nearly knocked him down, for 
it was not the order he had expected. 
And, worse than that, it was not the 
proper order. The captain commanded 
him to take his men ashore, draw them 
up on the wharf and from that position 
to salute the flag as it fluttered down 
for the Jast time on the warship. 

Pfeifer was absolutely BT Aal 
For a minute almost he stood like a 
man stunned, Then an extraordinary 
thing happeped, The stolid German 
servant, With whom obedience to orders 
Was 48 natural and as necessary as the 
breath of life, broke every tenet and 
tradition of the regulations and pro 
tested at the captain's order. All the 
training of his years of service deserted 
him, anc the man who, at his captain's 
comm vid, would have stood his ground 
to the last gun fire and after that pre 
sented arme to death, rebelled when he 
found that captain breaking the glori- 
ous custom of years. It was to him tho 
revelation and the demonstration of the 
impossible, The whole elaborate fabric 
he had built out of the traditions of 
army, navy and murine service came 
tumbling about his ears, The very foun- 
dations of belief were shattered by tho 
single command which showed the ser 
geant that a captain who did not know 
his duty was, after all, a possibility. 
The color went out of Pfeifer’s face, 
and he grew deathly pale. Then he sa- 
luted and said: 

‘*But I beg your pardon, sir. It is not 
the regulation, I should salute from the 
quarter deck, ’’ 

If he had received a blow in the face, 
the captaim could not haye been more 
surprised, It was # serious thing, in- 
deed, when Pfeifer protested at an or 
der, But the sergeant’s objection was 
well grounded, It recalled the regulu- 
tion to the captain, and he knew his 
order wat a mistake, Nevertheless it

Dr. Mareo-Leonardo Nardez, the 
well known numismatist and one of the 
recognized authorities on coin lore, 
speaking of this curious condition of 
affairs, said 

“It is quite true that half France 
still believes in the existence of great 
wealth hidden in a 5 frane piece, al- 
though many numismatists hold that 
the fortune in question was long ago 
discovered and appropriated by one of 
the Rothschild family. 

“The story of the strange 5 franc 
fortune legend may be briefly told. A 5 


frane piece, to begin with, is a silver 
coin, and is worth about 48, 2d. Napo- 
leon I was very anxious to make the 


coin a popular one, and with this end 
in view he cansed it to be circulated 
everywhere throughout France that 
he had inserted in one of the silver 
pieces before it left the minta bank 
note or order for 1,000,000 of these same 
francs—roughly, about £200,000.

“There are mauy stories dealing with 
! reputed finds of the fortune. Indeed 
when aman becomes suddenly rich in 
France it is common to hear people 
whisper, ‘He must have found Napo- 
leon’s famons coin.’ 

“Some assert that the emperor kept 
the coin himself, but this hardly agrees 
with Napoleon's character. Still it is a 
current theory that some of the money 
which enabled Napoleon III to reach 
the imperial throne was found in the 
Incky silver piece, which his mother, 
Queen Hortense, had wheedled ont of 
her brother-in-law. 

“Tt was also common talk that Gen- 
eral Bonlanger had acquired the famous 
coin until the discovery that his money 
supplies came from the Duchess d' Czes 
set that belief at rest 

“The most likely explanation as to 
why the 5 france piece fails to turn up 
is that Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, 
a French member of the great Jewish 
banking house, secured it. This account 
states that Baron de Rothschild, having 
investigated the tradition and found 
sufficient proof of its truth, deliberate 
ly set to work to locate the note 

“He quietly bought in and collected 
every 5 franc piece he could get, and 
his agents were notified to preserve and 
forward to Paris every 5 france pi 
which reached them in Enrope, Asia, 
Africa or America. In his office the 
baron kept three trusty men bard at 
work bisecting the coins. 

‘Some that he had invented a 
plan for welding them together again, 
so as to defy detection; others maintain 
that he melted down the silver and 
sold it to the government en bloc. The 
work was colossal, but in the end the 
baron’s sytem is said to have conquered, 

“He found the note for 5,000,000 
francs, having spent nearly 1,000,000 to 
obtain it. The order was duly presented 
at the Bunk of France and cashed by 
that institution 

‘“Plausible as this narration may 
seein, the great mass of Frenchmen re- 
fuse to credit it, and go on, year after 
year, splitting open their 5 franc pieces 
to look for Napoleon's note It is cer 
tainly a tantalizing thought that some 
where in the world a check for £200, 
000 is knocking about hidden in an or 
dinary silver coin worth less than 5 shil- 
lings.’

| Phe study of Latin has no place in a 

Granimar School. Latin isa study which 
deserves a more special attention that we 
are able to give itin our High School, and 
certainly in a school where one teacher is 
ybliged to carry on so many different 
courses of study the idea of Latin which 
the average pupil receives, is, in almost all 
Cases, Vague, if not actually wrong. By 
ali means confine Latin to the High School 
| The time may come when Geometry may

crowds out more important studies, and the
